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Garden will attract, bees, songbirds and other pollinators

Several groups got together 
to plant a new pollinator garden 
just off the bike path at King 
and John streets in the heart of 
downtown Niagara-on-the-Lake 
on Sept. 20. 

The undisputed leader of the 
group was Klara Young-Chin 
who is head of the Friends of 
One Mile Creek and who coor¬ 
dinated the project with the 
Friends. But this large planting 
of 750 plants brought a number 
of key groups cooperating to 
work together. 


Besides the Friends of One 
Mile Creek, the Niagara Penin¬ 
sula Conservation Authority 
provided the plants and help 
from Stuart McPherson. Com¬ 
munities in Bloom were out 
there digging as well. CIB was 
represented by Betty Disero, J.B. 
Hopkins and Tony Chisholm. 

Klara said“members of the 
Conservation Authority have 
supported the Friends of One 
Mile Creek right from the begin¬ 
ning. Education has always 
been a part of our mandate and 
it is great having this new garden 
right on the bike path. We will 


be adding signage later to help 
people understand the impor¬ 
tance of the pollinator gardens.” 

These 750 plants in this new 
garden represent 14 different 
native species which will attract 
bees, songbirds, and other ben¬ 
eficial pollinators. One of the 
species is the Swamp Milkweed 
which is the host plant for the 
Monarch Butterfly. 

Also present at the plant¬ 
ing was Ben Trow, a neighbour 
with a pollinator garden on his 
property, and Gerry Beneteau 
who is one of the founders of the 
Friends of One Mile Creek.

Assisted deaths a balance of rights 


D oes the right to 
treatment exist if 
no one is willing 
to provide it? That’s 
what’s at stake in the 
argument brewing over 
conscientious objection 
and medically assisted 

Canadians now have 
the right to a physician- 


to Bill C-14, adults 
suffering a grievous and 

and facing foreseeable 
death can choose a 
dignified end. But 
not all physicians are 
comfortable taking an 
ve role hastening 
the inevitable. For 
te it violates their 
understanding of the 
Hippocratic Oath to do 
lo harm. Some even 
consider it a mortal 
sin.Bill C-14 explicitly 
upholds physicians’ 
freedom of conscience 
and religion. No doctor 
can be compelled to help 
a patient die. But two 
prominent bioethicists 
think that should change. 

Last week in the 
journal Bioethics, lulian 
Savulescu of Oxford 
and Udo Schuklenk of 
Queen's asserted doctors 
should not have the 
right to refuse medical 


their conscience; nor, by 

or abortion. In 
essence, they argue, it's 
unprofessional to put 
personal morals ahead 
of patients’ well-being. 

Practising medicine 
comes with an evolving 
job description, the 
authors contend. 

If doctors cannot 
overcome their 
reservations to 
provide legal medical 
procedures, they should 
choose a different career. 

The suggestion met 
a wall of scorn. People 
aren’t buying the idea 
doctors are better at 
their job when they 
check their ethics at the 
door. As long as they 
provide a timely referral 
to an accessible, non¬ 
objecting physician, 
most feel there’s nothing 
to gain in forcing doctors 
to actively participate in 
treatment they believe to 
be morally wrong. 

But let’s be clear: 

The viability of ethical 
objections hinges on 
effective referrals. The 
health-care system can’t 
function if every doctor, 
nurse and pharmacist 
can pull a Kim Davis 


and withhold services 
to which patients ar 
legally entitled. It’s what 


objectors - who 
acknowledge patients’ 
rights but can’t in good 
conscience participate 
- from mere moralizers, 
who would impose their 
own values to restrict 
other people's choices. 

The referral question 
is not so simple when 
non-objecting doctors 
and pharmacists turn 
out to be in short supply. 
What if no pharmacist 
in a wide geographic 
area will dispense the 
morning-after pill, an 

that must be taken 
within 72 hours? There 
could be devastating 
consequences for people 
in remote communities, 
including rape victims. 

Myfegymiso - the 
“abortion pill" - is poised 
to raise similar dilemmas. 
When it becomes 
available this fall, it will 
help address serious 
gaps in reproductive 
care - but only if doctors 
provide it. Already, 
women’s reproductive 
rights in some regions 
exist more in theory than 
fact; across P.E.I., not one 
hospital or clinic provides

therapeutic abortions. 

If someone has a 
right under the law then 
there is a corresponding 
obligation to provide that 
service. If education is a 
right, the state must in fact 
build schools and hire 
teachers and fund bussing 
to the remotest rural areas 
to ensure every child can 
exercise that right. 

Likewise, if qualifying 
patients have the right 
to a medically assisted 


death - which the 
Supreme Court has 
left in no doubt - then 
the government has 
an obligation to make 
it possible. And not 
travel-to-Switzerland 
possible. Realistically 
accessible. 

The proposal to filter 
conscientious objectors 
out of medical school is 
wrong-headed. In the 
same way communities 
lure family physicians 


to practise in far-flung 
regions, we may need 
to build incentives to 
attract non-objecting 
practitioners to 
underserviced areas. 

Medicine is constantly 
changing. Our health¬ 
care delivery must 
evolve to maintain 
a balance between 
personal convictions 
and legal rights.

FIRE CHIEF’S MESSAGE 
FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 
October 9 to 15, 2016 
“DON’T WAIT - CHECK THE DATE” 

Every year, there is an important message that is rolled out for Fire Prevention 


The only way to check is to remove them and check the back of the detector. If the date of manufacture is 
ten years or longer, replace the units. If your home is over ten years old and you have never changed the 
alarms, replace the units. If you cannot find a date of manufacture, then they are very old and you need to 
replace them. 

If your alarms are hardwired (connected directly to the household power circuits), you may have to utilise the 
services of a licensed electrician to change the units. Always remember, however, that you are not allowed 
to replace hardwired alarms with battery operated alarms. 

If you have battery operated alarms, change the batteries in the units. This also applies to some hardwired 
units that have a battery backup for the occasional h'me that the power is off. When you have finished 
servicing your alarms, remember to test them. If you have hardwired detectors on every floor, they should 
all go off together. 

The same message holds true for Carbon Monoxide alarms, and remember that one Carbon Monoxide alarm 
is required outside of all bedrooms on an occupied floor. If you have bedrooms upstairs and in the basement, 
you require Carbon Monoxide alarms on both of these levels. For added protection, install smoke alarms In 
every bedroom. 

Lack of detection is one of the leading causes of fatalities in homes in Canada and the United States. Keeping 
your smoke alarms current and maintained will ensure the safety and well-being of you and your family.
